MAIN LINE PHONE RATE NOT 
MUCH CHANGED. 



Main Line toll rates are not serious- 
ly alVecteil by the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany's new increases in the moat lily 
service rentals affecting the territory, 
but calls to Philadelphia from Ard- 
more remain at ten cents for the initial 
period of Jive minutes, and five cents 
for each additional three minutes or 
fraction. Calls from Ardmore to Wayne 
remain at five cents and from Ardmore 
to Llanereh at the same figure. Toll 
charges of five cents, heretofore per- 
mitting calls at that price to Xorris- 
town and other somewhat distant points, 
have been abolished and the old ten- 
cent charge lias replaced it. 

Local service as furnished in the city 
does not obtain on the Main Line. The 
only charge in most cases is for rental, 
call service being unlimited in certain 
prescribed areas. In the Ardmore ex- 
change .service is unlimited to Ardmore, 
Bryn Mawr, Morion, Xarberth and 
Cyrnvyd — virtually all of Lower Morion 
Township. Bryn Mawr subscribers have 
unlimited service in calling Wayne, 
Bryn Mawr or Ardmore. Cynwyd and 
Morion have similar privileges in call- 
ing Ardmore, Cynwyd, Morion and Xar- 
berth. In Wayne the unlimited service 
includes Wayne and Berwyn exchanges. 

The monthly rentals on which these 
services are based are of course increas- 
ed. The single party business line in- 
creases from $4 per month to $4.R0 and 
the single residence line from $'•'> to
